China must have absolute political 
independence with freedom from for- 
eign interference. 

Concrete proposals had not been 
framed yet, Dr. Koo said, but will

China had no intention, he continu- 
ed, of being importunate in its plan, 
and would limit ‘proposals to what it 
was believed could be accomplished. 

“You know the world was not built 
in a night,” he said, “and the situa- 
tion in China cannot be changed hasti- 
ly.

MINISTERIAL MARTYRS. 

In acting favorably upon the 
proposal of John A. Manget that 
relief be provided for Georgia 
Methodist pastors, whose meager 
salaries remain unpaid, the North 
Georgia Methodist conference at 
Augusta, just closed, put its weight 
behind a movement that ought to 
be. made general throughout the 
state and one that should have 
whole-souled support. 

Mr. Manget pointed out to the 
conference that in north Georgia 
there are 156 Methodist pastors 
whose salaries are in arrears to 
an aggregate extent of $36,700.

THE SILVER LINING. 

In an interview appearing else- 
where in The Constitution today, 
Ogden Persons, former president 
of the state senate and a prominent 
attorney and business man of For- 
syth, Ga., points out the silver lin- 
ing to the dark cloud that has de- 
scended upon the farming interests 
of the state in the form of the boll 
weevil plague and the consequent 
slump in the price of cotton. 

He lives in a county that is in 
the very heart of the field of 
weevil devastation. 

On every side of him are devas- 
tated cotton fields, and farmers vy 
the score who will experience the 
utmost difficulty in pulling through 
the winter. 

They are, as he says, farmers 
who, though mindful of their peril, 
last spring took a last “lorg 
chance” on another cotton crop; 
the result being that in a district 
consisting of eleven counties that 
ordinarily produced a normal yield 
of 160,000 bales of cotton, this year 
the crop will total not more than 
15,000 bales! 

What that means to those farm- 
ers and to the communities in 
which they live, as well as to the 
business interests of the cities and 
towns within that district, is ob- 
vious. 

But the probabilities are, as Sen- | 
ator Persons suggests, that the suf- 
fering of this year will prove to be 
a lesson worth more to the state 
in the long run than would be twice 
the normal number of bales of 
cotton! 

Out of the devastation of the cot-

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HEALTH TALKS

MIMICRY OF TICS. 


respect or admiration is 
powerful, even for adults and often 
proves irresistible for a child. Thus 
in any group of children, as in a 
schoolroom, there are almost sure to 
be a few who have tics or habit 
spasms which are more or less ob- 


vious, depending on the character and 
intensity of the spasm. A blinking 
or grimacing tic is more conspicuous 
in a group than a sniffling or throat 
clearing habit unless the latter tics 
are accompanied with noticeable 
sounds. Some tics are associated 
with peculiar sounds, as of clearing 
the throat, snorting, or some other 
peculiar action which even origin- 
ally was purposeless. The ordinary 
tic often has its origin in some pur- 
posive action, such as a lip tic from 
moistening the lip with saliva to re- 
lieve a sore on the lip, or a snuffle 
tic following some temporary nasal 
inflammation. Indeed, the formation 
of an ordinary tic might be called 
mimicry by the victim himself of 
some of his own actions.. And in chil- 
dren peculiar tics of the face or the 
muscles of expression commonly oc- 
cur from mimicry of normal peculiar- 
ities of expression they have observed 
upon the faces of persons they admire 
or respect. Any voluntary or pur- 
posive act may be imitated or repro- 
duced in a tic, such as shrugging the 
shoulders, nodding, scratching. 

The individual with a tic can al- 
ways avoid the repetition of the 
movemne@nt or action if he tries to 
control or prevent it, but only for 
a brief period of seconds or minutes 
after which it will occur in spite of 
him. In this way it is different from 
true spasm, for the victim of a spasm 
of course can not control the action of 
the affected muscles even for a sec- 
ond, no matter how much he may try. 
And in this way, also, tic differs from 
choreic twitchings (St. Vitus’ dance) 
which are rather increased if the 
child attempts to control or prevent 
them by will. The habit spasm may 
occur ’every few minutes, but is 
sometimes absent for a considerable 
number of minutes when the individ- 
ual is intellectually preoccupied, Of 
course, choreic twitchings are wholly 
irregular and non _ purposive. In 
chorea and in habit spasm or tic the 
movements cease during sleep; in true 
spasm they do not. 

The effort of will which enables 
the victim of a tic to prevent the 
movement for a few seconds is inhi- 
bition, which means holding back or 


checking some action. Through the 
development and strengthening of in- 
hibition by carefully conducted exer. 
cises carried out before a mirror and 
under the supervision of a physician 
or physical director with special 
training for such treatment, it is 
possible in many instances to cure 
habit spasm, at least in children and 
youths. Associates of Dr. William 
J. M.A. Maloney, of New York city, 
using the muscle education exercise 
Dr. Maloney has employed so success- 
fully in the treatment of locomotor

GEORGIA MAY GET 
$250,000 IN TAXES 
FROM BIG ESTATE 


Taxes totaling approximately $250,- 
000 may be due the state of Georgia 
from the estate of Mrs. C. W. Dustin, 
widow of the late John D. Archbald, 
oil magnate, according to information 
obtained by special Tax Agent J. F. 
Roberts, who has been investigating 
the case for several weeks. ‘The 
estate of Mrs. Dustin is valued at 
$6,000,000 and of this only $1,500,000 
worth of the property is taxable in 
New York, 

Agent Roberts will 
lish the fact that both Mrs. Dustin 
and Mr. Archbald were citizens of 
Georgia and therefore the state of 
Georgia will have a right to collect 
inheritance tax on a large portion of 
the property. Some of the estate 
consists of valuable real estate lo- 
cated near Thomasville, while much 
of the personal property will be tax- 
able in Georgia through the citizen- 
ship in this state of the owners, it is 
claimed.

“Every word of that editorial is 
the gospel truth, and I join with 
The Constitution in congratulating 
the bankers of Georgia upon throw- 
ing their united support under the 
farmers to lead them.out of the 
desperation of existing conditiong. 

“The solution of the problem lies 
very largely along the line of the 
action taken by the Georgia bank- 
ers and so strongly commended by 
The Constitution. 

“The situation is such that relief 
can come only by the help of the 
business men and the bankers of 
the state, provided, of course, they 
are given the support from the 
farmers such as might be expected. 

“Warehouses and grain elevators 
must be built, and, in addition to 
this, provision must be made for 
markets through which the farmers 
can quickly dispose of. the products 
which they are being urged to raise 
to take the place of that great part 
of the cotton crop which has gone 
forever. 

Business Proposition. 

“But marketing is a_i business 
proposition. It must be handled in 
a business way by business men. It 
involves many things that ‘the 
farmers themselves cannot under- 
take, but in which they will gladly 
co-operate. 

“The time is coming when by such 
co-operation the dreadful calamity 
of the boll-weevil blight from which 
we are now suffering will turn out 
to be a blessing. 

“The agricultural situation in 
middle Georgia, of which Monroe 
county comprises a part, is the most 
deplorable in its history. This is 
due to the ravages of the boll 
weevil, and to the fact that the 
farmers had expected to make one 
more profitable crop before the boll 
weevil consummated his destruc- 
tion. 

“It is estimated by those who are 
interested, that. eleven counties, 
of which the city of Macon is the 
center, and which have a former 
cotton production of 160.000 bales 
per annum. will not produce more 
than 15,000 bales for 1921. 


“The result of this cotton failure | 


is a disaster, because the farmers 
of that section, with rare excep- 
tions, have counted oy their cotton 
crop as their money crop, and as 
there is no cotton crop to mention, 
the farmers find themselves with- 
out funds and in a very hopeless 
condition, 
Must Diversify. ~- 

“While this looks like disaster, 
the ultimate result will undoubted- 
ly be for the benefit of those en- 
gaged in farming. Of course, not 


all will pull through, many of them 
may fall by the wayside, but one | 
thing is certain, 
those who stay in the farming busi- 
ness must diversify their crops, and 
the result of this will be that all 
productg consumed on the farm will 
be kept at home.

“In other words, the advent of 
the boll weevil is sure to liberate 
the southern farmer from the bond- 
age of negro labor and a single cot- 
ton crop. The sloth of slavery will 
be driven from the blood, and 
man on the farm who produces his 
own crops by his own 
bound tn the next few yearg to be 
on a safer financial basis and more 
prosperous than he ever has been 
before in the history of our coun- 
try. 

Grades Must Be Established. 

“It is undoubtedly true that with 
diversification will come a uni- 
formity of productions of various 
agricultural products, and animals 
and poultry, by which grades will 
be established, and the communities 
through co-operation of their vari- 
ous farmers will be enabled to make 
carload shipments at an advantage 
to themselves, whereas they now 
produce indiscriminately and are 
unable to combine their efforts to 
their own financial betterment. 

“Grain elevators will have to be 
established, even though we know 
that the south cannot compete with 
the west in low cost of producing 
grain, but where a Georgia farmer 
makes his own grain on his own 
land out of his own labor, and has 
a grain elevator in his own town, In 
which he can carry his products and 
receive a cash consideration there- 
for, it does not matter so much with 
him that his production is less per 
acre than that of the western farm- 
er if what he has produced and 
sold is his. This will also apply to 
hog and cattle raising and to the 
dairy interests, while it is now well 
recognized that all classes of gar- 
den truck and fruits can be grown 
to excellent advantage and of a su- 
perior quality on practically every 
acre of Georgia soil. 

“For the man who is 
enough to spend the next five or 
six years, which are necessarily go- 
ing to be hard years on account of 
the lack of international co-opera- 
tion and distrust which will event- 
ually be solved, he can look to the

. Fashions and foods, religion, liter- 
ature, government, art, the very sur- 
face of the earth changes in the course 
of fifty years, but there is one thing 
that doesn’t deviate one single scin- 
tilla today from what it was a half 
century ago.

At the hour of open- 
ing a very large crowd assembled 
around the ticket wagon and the 
amount invested in tickets must 
have made glad the heart of the 


treasurer of the mammoth con- 


cern. We were ushered in under 
the first canvas, where undoubt- 
edly was: contained the largest 
menagerie ever seen in our city. 
There were some 25 or 30 very fine 
specimens of the animal kingdom. 
The next canvas was crowded all 
afternoon, all being desirous of 
seeing the monster sea lions, the 
tremendous elephant, Old Em- 
peror, the white and black camel, 
the buffalo calves, Shetland po- 
nies, etc. Passing into the third 
pavilion, the equestrian entertain- 
ment was in full blast. Every 
standard and pole was decorated 
with beautiful banners. The cos- 
tumes were in good taste and the 
horses in excellent condition. The 
riding, leaping and trapeze per- 
formances were fully up to the 
bills and gave great satisfaction to 
the audience. The dogs, monkeys 
and ponies were well trained and 
elicited shouts of delight from all. 
Robinson’s circus was well pro- 
vided ~ith clowns; in fact, they 
were as good as ever we saw.” 
And outside the tent, it is safe to

Attack Georgia Law 
' Committing Persons 
To Insane Asylums 


The state law under which per- 
sons are committed to insane asylums 
was attacked Monday in Fulton su- 
perior court by attorneys for the 
plaintiff -in the case of Mrs. J. V. 
Garrison and other heirs of Dr. T. 
H. Baker, of Bartow county, who are 
attempting to have Mrs. Catherine 
Baker Smith removed as administra- 
trix of the $300,000 estate left by Dr. 
Baker. 

The plaintiffs contend that the law 
dealing with the commitment of in- 
sane institutions is illegal in that it 
does not provide for due process of 
law. The question of constitution- 
ality of.the law was brought up when 
the plaintiffs produced evidence that 
Mrs. Smith, a guardian of Dr. Baker, 
her uncle, had him. confined at a 
sanitarium at Smyrna without due 
notice being given to Dr. Baker of 
the proposed action. 

Attorneys for the defendant con- 
tend, however, that the confinement 
of Dr. Baker was legal and the law 
is valid, as a general section of the 
Georgia code provides that service 
on a guardian is equivalent to serv- 
ice on the person affected. |

Splendid Effort of 
The Needlework Guild. 


“The Needlework Guild,” states one 
of its advocates, “is a plain, practi- 
cal proposition with no romance at- 


tached to it, but one that is as full | 
of high and holy sentiment as any we, 


can think of. In all women is the 
spirit of motherhood, and to this moth- 
erhood, orphans make an especial ap- 
peal. 

“The idea of the Needlework Guild 
originated in England when: Lady 
Wolverton, seeing some orphans, got 
some of her friends each to pledge 
themselves for two new garments for 
these children. The Duchess of Tech, 
mother of Queen Mary, heard of this 
work of Lady Wolverton and her 
friends, and organized a Needlework 
Guild in London, from which the idea 
spread in Great Britain. 

“A Philadelphia lady and_ her 
daughter organized the first branch 
in America and the growth of: the 
guild in this country has been very 
‘The word: needle,’ ‘said Mrs, 
Albright; “was traced back by- Colonel 
Paxon, who found that the first men- 


tion of sewing was by a prehistoric: 


woman who sewed for her husband. 
Hier needle was a thorn.’ 

“The purpose of the guild is to 
procure new garments, and new house- 
linens for orphanages, homes, 
hospitals and = sanitariums. Each 
member gives two new: garments a 
year and the articles are distributed 
according to the needs of* the institu- 
tions, each of which sends a list of 
its requirements; and these lists are 
filled completely whenever possible. 
All kinds of people are helped, the 
hospitals using clothing for people 
of all ages; the orphanages needing 
clothing for children up to 18

Agreeing that his work is very un- 
popular, Saphire pointed out to a re- 
porter that an agent who is popular 
with the whisky interests and their 
sympathizers is usually inactive in the 
enforcement of the law. 

By establishing an actual sale the 
unsuspecting vendor of liquor is 
“caught with the goods” and nine 
times out of ten had rather plead 
guilty than pay an attorney’s fee to 
fight the charge, Saphire claims. Un- 
der the present search warrant rul- 
ings, he says, it is impossible to ob- 
tain a warrant without first ascer- 
taining that liquor is in the suspected 
place by making a purchase. 

Saphire attracted considerable at- 
tention several weeks ago when he 
charged that whisky was being sold 
openly over the bar in Atlanta at 
oo) cents a drink, and proved his as- 
sertion by making cases against the 
operators of several soft drink sa- 
loons in the heart of the city. who 
were charged with selling him whisky 
by the glass at a half-dollar each. 
Several of the men arrested at the 
time have since entered pleas of guilty 
before Judge S. H. Sibley. 

Not Politically Involved. 

Styling himself as an “itinerant in- 
vestigator,”’ Saphire declared that he 
has no interest in politics, as his work 
during his career has involved such 
an amount of traveling that he never 
participated in elections.

ten, of the city planning commission, 
and others pledged their support in 
making the movement a success. 

Chairman Alexander at the close of 
the meeting read a petition which he 
proposed to present immediately to 
the mayor, council and the county 
commissioners, but Councilman Nut- 
ting said that it should be revised, that 
a complete canvass of property owners 
should be made, and advised that every 
property owner should be enlisted in 
the movement if it is to be success- 
ful. He said that sometime ago a sim- 
ilar petition had been presented to 
council, but that the Grant interests, 
the largest on Courtland street, were 
not back of the movement, so that it 
fell through. 

He also advised that the movement 
be intensive and perfect in every de- 
tail, because, he said, if very property 
owner is not back of the project it 
would be a very difficult thing to get 
the measure through council. 

Mr. Whitten, of the city planning 
commission, pointed out that the east 
side of Atlanta has vital need of such 
a thoroughfare, especially one that is 
parallel with the business channel of 
Peachtree and Whitehall streets, even 
more so than the west side, which will 
be cared for by the Spring street de- 
velopment. Mr. Otis also stated that 
75 per cent of the city’s population 
lives east of Peachtree street. 

Improvement Necessary. 

Mr. Alexander in opening the meet- 
ing stated the improvement of Court- 
land street is absolutely necessary for 
the well-being of future Atlanta, which 
he said will some day care for a popu 
lation of 1,000,000. In this con- 
nection, he said, that John ©. Calhoun, 
75 years ago, when Marthasville was 


hardly a village, predicted that a great | 


city would some day rise at this place. 

Joel Hurt said that during the last 
42 years Atlanta had increased in pop- 
ulation from 30,000 to 210,000, or 700 
per cent, and asked what a popula- 
tion, if this proportionate increase 
years roll around, if the city streets 
continues, will do when another 43 
are not widened and developed. He 
said that St. Louis. San Francisco, 
Chicago and New York have expe- 
rienced the same difficulties, and told 
of the great sums those cities are now 
spending to develop their streets. 

“We will have to spend hundreds of 
millions of dollars, too,” Mr. Hurt 
said, “if we don’t start now when the 
cost will be approximately low.” He 
said that Courtland should be widened 
to 100 feet, and certainly to not less 
than 80 feet, and declared that the 
street should be cut from North ave- 
nue to Ponce de Leon avenue. 

Mr. Hurt also pointed out, the suc- 
eess of the development of Ivy street, 
stating that the city and the property 
owners have both made money as a 
result of increased assessments. 

Movement Is Praised. 

Edmund Martin stated that it is one 
of the greatest movements in the city 
for progress, and declared that all 
property owners should jump at the 
chance to develop this thoroughfare. 
“Why is it that North avenue prop- 
erty and that on other parallel streets 
is not as valuable as that on Ponce de 
Teon avenue?” asked Mr. Martin. 
“Because Ponce de Leon is a wide 
street, and the people on Courtland 
street will profit just as much when 
they get a wide street.” 


Mr. Hurt said that a purpose of the | 


movement is to connect a well-devel- 
oped Courtland street with a well-de- 
veloped Capitol avenue and Washing- 
ton street, whereby the deplorable 
traffic conditions of Whitehall and 
Peachtree streets will be bettered. He 
said that only by public sentiment 
could these plans be accomplished.

10 HELP UNEMPLOYED

Washington, November 14.—(By 
Constitution Leased Wire.)—The gov- 
ernment today reports that Georgia is 
one of the states most thoroughly or- 
ganized in the co-ordination of municl- 
pal agencies throughout the country to 
meet unemployment. The statement 
Colonel 
chairman of the spe- 
eial committee on vicie and emergency 
measures, made today to the standing | 
committee of the unemployment con- | 
ference. 

Two hundred and nine out of the 
327 cities in the United States whose 
population is 20,000 or more, have 
organized mayors’ emergency commit- 
tees, in accordance with the recom- 
mendation of the president's confer- 
ence on unemployment, or have signi- 
fied their ability to earry out the con- 
ference’s recommendations with ma- 
chinery already in existence. 

The states most thoroughly 
ized now are Massachusetts, 
(with the exception of Chicago), 
necticut, Michigan, California, 
gon, Washington and Georgia. 

The states where the situation 
promises to be acute, and where a ¢on- 
siderable start has been made, with 
numerous cities remaining yet to be 
organized, are New York, VPennsyl- 
vania, New Jersey, Ohio, Rhode Island 
and Texas. Reports from Texas in- 
dicate that the situation there-is be- 
ing augmented by a winter influx of 
‘floaters.’ 

The sharp decrease in. unemploy- 
ment in October, as evidenced by the 
statisties of the department of labor, 
and the passage of the federal high- 
way act, in accordance with the con- 
ference’s recommendations, are most 
encouraging, Colonel Woods | said.
